ne of the most popular saints of the Church, St. Anthony is the 
iron of the poor, of travelers and of Portugal, He is often invoked 
or the recovery of lost articles. He was a member of the Fran- 
iscans and served in Italy under the guidance of St. Francis. He 
as canonized in 1232, a year after his death, by Pope Gregory IX. 
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Topay devotion to the Sacred Heart 
of Jesus ranks among the most appealing and 
widespread in the liturgy of the Church. 
But it may hardly be called a new devotion, 
for it is older than the Church itself. We 
may trace it back to that first Christmas 
night in Bethlehem when Our Lady took her 
Divine Child into her arms and felt the 
Sacred Heart of the Infant God beat against 
her own. At the Last Supper the beloved 
disciple rested his head upon that same 
Divine Heart, and ever since countless men 
and women have been pouring out their love 
and devotion to the Sacred Heart of Jesus. 


Though the devotion is older than the 
Church itself, it is only in recent years that 
it has become so widespread and universally 
acknowledged. This year, indeed, marks 
only the 100th anniversary of the extension 
of the Feast of the Sacred Heart to the uni- 
versal Church. (See Encyclical of Pope Pius 
XII in last week’s issue of O.S.V.) 

Could it be that God reserved the mani- 
festation of this devotion to days when the 
world would be in turmoil and love would 
be grown cold? It would seem so, for back 
in the seventeenth century when Our Lord 
revealed a detailed description of the devo- 
tion to an unknown Visitation nun, now St. 
Margaret Mary, He told her: “It is reserved 
for later days to make Devotion to My Heart 
known, when the world, frozen by age, will 
rekindle its warmth from divine love by 
revelation of these mysteries.” 

And have faith and love ever been more 
“frozen by age” than in this twentieth cen- 
tury? Has the world ever been more in need 
of love—for God and for one’s fellow man— 
than it is today? God is offended on every 
side. Hate and lust are waging their war for 
control of mankind. Faith is cold. Charity is 
dying. And the whole world is sick. 

We should, therefore, look to the source 
of all love and peace for aid to settle the 
problems of this confused and restless world. 
And as we have said, it is good that devo- 
tion to the Sacred Heart of Jesus is more 
widespread and more known than ever be- 
fore. But if our devotion is to aid us and 
our confused world we must carry it out 
eorrectly. We must make our devotion to the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus a true devotion. 


T 00 often devotion to the Sacred 
Heart, or to the Little Flower, or to any of 
the Saints can become merely sentimental 
or emotional, sort of a state of happiness or 
sweetness brought about too much by one’s 
imagination. This is not true devotion, for-it 
does not increase our love for God which is 
the object of all devotion. It may make us 
“feel” good but if we cannot put our good- 
ness into practice in our everyday life, our 
devotion is weak and unstable. 

The Sacred Heart is the symbol of in- 
finite love. So we must learn first of all from 
devotion to the Sacred Heart the lesson of 
love. We should grow in our love for God 
and thus necessarily in the love for our fel- 
low man. A person who regularly misses 

Mass but says weekly prayers to the 
Heart would hardly be growing in 


his love for God. Nor would a person who

could be found kneeling before a statue of 
the Sacred Heart in Church and yet be com- 
pletely forgetful of the real presence of God 
on the altar, remembering it only when en- 
tering and leaving with a hasty genuflection. 
And a person who is consistently backbiting 
and uncharitable towards his neighbors but 
says his daily prayers to the Sacred ‘Heart 
would hardly be growing in love for his 
fellow man. 

No, if we are to have true devotion to the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus we mist manifest our 
love for God and for all His children in our 
daily living. True devotion and true love 
always inspire imitation, for we try to imi- 
tate what we truly love. So if we are really 
devoted to the Sacred Heart, we will try to 
imitate Our Lord Himself, Who is love itself. 
And striving to imitate Him we will carry 
the practice of His virtues into our everyday 
life. 


It is both true and edifying that count- 
less persons regularly make their First Fri- 
day Communions, attend holy hours, and 
take part in many other Sacred Heart devo- 
tions. But how many of these people have 
the intention of offering to Our Lord their 
-Communion or hour of prayer as reparation 
for the sins and offenses of mankind? 

I am afraid there are many who forget 
it and many too who have not even heard of 
this idea of reparation. Yet it is the most 
necessary and vital part of devotion to the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus. For it was Our Lord’s 
express wish to St, Margaret Mary that she 
establish the First Friday Communion, the 
holy hour, the Feast of the Sacred Heart, .the 
family consecration, and the many other de- 
votions in order that we might make repara- 
tion for “the Heart which has loved men so 
mueh and in turn has received from most 
men only ingratitude.” 

The month of June has been set aside 
by the Church for special devotion to the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus. And how fittingly 
Mary’s month leads into the month of the 
Sacred Heart—just as Mary leads us to 
Jesus. For love of Mary will develop in us 
a greater love for her Son. So we must keep 
Mary in our minds and let a “true devotion” 
to the Sacred Heart of Jesus grow in our 
hearts,

Another View 
On Israel © 


As might have been expected, we re- 
ceived considerable comment both ways on 
our Palm Sunday editorial concerning 
Israel and the Arab question. In the inter- 
ests of fairness we are publishing herewith 
a statement which presents another point 
of view. It is entitled “The Story of Israel 
in Its Eighth Year.” 

* - + 

“Despite the threat of the recent Arab- 
Russian arms deal which has convulsed the 
entire Middle East, there was rejoicing in 
the streets of Tel Aviv and Haifa and Jeru- 
salem on Sunday evening, April 15th. For 
on that day eight years ago, the muiracu- 
lous rebirth of the State of Israel was an- 
nounced to the world, and it has since lived 
on as one of history’s great miracles. 

“In the deepening twilight of that his- 
toric day in 1948, Prime Minister Ben- 
Gurion proclaimed to a reverent and grate- 
ful people the Declaration of Independence 
of the newly-born nation: ‘The State of 
Israel ... will be based on the principles of 
liberty, justice and peace as conceived by 
the Prophets of Israel; will uphold the full 
social and political equality of all its citi- 
zens' without distinction of religion, race or 
sex: will guarantee freedom of religion, 
conscience, education and. culture; will 
safeguard the Holy Places of all religions: 
and will loyally uphold the principles of 
the United Nations Charter.’ 

“With this abiding Declaration, the 
little State of Israel came into being as a 
sanctuary for democracy, as envisioned in 
Sacred Scripture. For while modern Israel] 
is only eight years old, the dreams and 
hopes and prayers for its restoration date 
back to the Holy Bible itself—to the prom- 
ise which God made to Abraham, saying: 
‘Unto thee and thy seed have I given this 
land.’ Ever since that ancient covenant, 
Palestine has always been identified with 
the destiny of the Jewish People, and there 
has never been a break in that historic re- 
lationship. Even after Titus of Rome con- 
quered Judea and exiled its inhabitants, 
even when empire after empire swept over 
that strategic bridge between Europe, Asia 
and Africa, the Jewish People never ceased 
praying and longing for its re-establish- 
ment as the Lord had. promised them. 

“In 1917, Great Britain recalled that 
ancient promise and declared to a war-torn 
world: ‘His Majesty’s Government view 
with favour the establishment in Palestine 
of a national home for the Jewish People, 
and will use their best endeavour to facili- 
tate the achievement of this object. . . ’ In 
1919 at the Peace Treaty of Versailles, the 
nations of the world endorsed this Balfour 
Declaration and attested to the historic 
right of the Jewish People to a home in 
Palestine. Between 1933 and 1945, the in- 
human ravages of Nazism in Europe made 
the restoration of the Jewish State a matter 
of immediate urgency for the remnants who 
survived Nazi gas-chambers and concen- 
tration camps, ; 

“In 1947, the General Assembly of the 
United Nations resolved to divide Palestine 
into Jewish and Arab States. And on May 
14, 1948, the Jewish inhabitants proclaimed 
their independence in their part of Pales- 
tine, and gave that narrow strip of land the 
name of Israel.

achievements; and its Hebrew Univers; 
its Technion, its Weizmann Institute jt, 
Hadassah Medical Center are living ang 
enduring monuments to the onward march 
of progress in the State of Israel.

Tus notable progress has heey 
made possible by the pioneering spirit, 
moral fortitude and sheer hard work of the 
Israelis themselves. Theirs is a record of 
suffering and service and self-sacrifice that 
will remain an unforgettable saga in his. 
tory. They have been supported and 
strengthened by their co-relizionists 
throughout the world in an outpouring of 
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memory of mankind. 

“Especially have American Jews given 
freely and generously of their substance 
and energy to help build homes in Israel 
for the homeless of their faith, hospitals 
for the sick, schools for the children, anda 


' State for those made stateless by the rav- 


ages of the Nazi war. American Jews who 
are happy as Americans and happy with 
their heritage are happy also to aid their 
people in Israel, even as American Catho- 
lics of Irish descent have helped establish 
the Irish Free State. The great American 
Al Smith in no wise compromised his loyal- 
ty to America when together with many 
other fellow-Americans he championed the 
cause of a Free Ireland; nor did the equally 
great American, Supreme Court Justice 
Louis D. Brandeis, when he advanced the 
cause of the State of Israel.

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Marriage in the Military 
When Compared with a Long, Lonely and 
Unnecessary Separation, It Ls Adnuisable 


"T were Ils a tendency among Catholic par- 
ents and pastors to discourage young Catholics 
from marrying while the prospective bridegroom 
is in service, This is, in the opinion of this Catho- 
lic husband, father and serviceman, an unneceés- 
sarily severe attitude, and one based on condi- 
tions which have been at least partially changed in 
today’s peacetime military. 

Present-day married life in service is in no 
substantial way different from young married life 
under any circumstances. Assuming that adequate 
respect is shown the Sacrament of Matrimony, 
marriage in service is not only possible, but, in 
preference to an unhappy separation and unneces- 
sarily long engagement, even advisable. 

There have been a number of traditional dis- 
advantages to the lower grade enlisted man be- 
coming the head of a family while in service. 
None of these disadvantages has been completely 
eradicated: most of them have been modified for 
the better. 

To the average couple, the first practical con- 
sideration for marriage is a financial one. In 1925, 
when the American soldier made twenty-five dol- 
lars a month, marriage was out of the question. 
Today’s lower grade enlisted serviceman is not 
exactly well paid; but, take it from a family who 
has done it for more than two years, a materially 
comfortable existence is possible for even the 
lowest paid service family. 

The base pay of an army private, E-2 (navy 
equivalent, seaman apprentice; air force, airman 
third class), is $86 a month. If he lives off-base, he 
receives $31.50 a- month “separate rations.” His 
wife receives $51.30 quarters allowance from 
Uncle Sam and $40 from his pay every month in 
her allotment check. Finally, the soldier is paid 
about five dollars a month to maintain his uni- 
form. This amounts to $173 before taxes. If the 
soldier advances in rank, his monthly pay will be 
increased as much as a hundred dollars a month 
in a matter of two or three years. 

An engaged couple, planning on marriage 
while the serviceman is still “in,” will be wise 


American marriage, one authority insists, 
is changing from an institution to a companion- 
ship. A cynic might observe that it is also 
changing into a social problem. A marriage coun- 
selor has frankly stated that out of all given mar- 
riages within one year, forty per cent will be 
broken by separation or divorce within five years. 
This dismal claim is frighteningly high but a more 
conservative scholar maintains that between one- 
fourth and one-fifth of married Americans who 
live out their normal life span will be involved 
in divorce. : 


If separations approximate divorces, the first 
claim may not be unrealistic. Divorce is a serious 
social problem in the United States and if it con- 
tinues to increase, the cynic’s 
remarks may come to contain 
more sad truth than § satiric 
humor. 

But why do people obtain di- f 
vorces? Actually the motives for 
divorce are many and complex 
and sometimes even persons in- 
volved in divorce proceedings do : . 
not actually know why. they are suing for 
divorce. The reasons given in the _ court 
are.those that..are. “legally most effective and 
morally least accusatory.” Even if one probes 
below and beyond the court record, rationaliza- 
tions are common. The real reasons are not easy 
to get at. 


Three points must be remembered about the 
motives persons cite for divorce: first, there is 
rarely one single “cause” but usually several or 
even many; second, sometimes the true motives 
are below the level of consciousness, people either 
really do not know them or cannot bring them- 
selves to cite them, and third, the motives them- 
selves can never be separated from the way people 
perceive them, i.e. how they view and interpret 
the alleged motives. Actually, it is necessary 
therefore to look at three things: the reasons

to consider the minimum pay in formulating a 
budget. If they do, an advance in rank is always 
a pleasant surprise. The couple should also con- 
sider the rather well-known “fringe benefits” en- 
joyed by the service family. 

Less than $200 a month isn’t much of an in- 
come: but with medical care normally provided 
by the government and most household necessities 
available at reduced prices, it is, with careful 
budgeting, adequate. 

Most installations provide a post exchange 
store furnishing everything from jewelry to dry 
goods; most bases. have a commissary to provide 
food at near cost to the service family, a service 
station with gas and oil at a reduction, a motion 
picture theatre, a nursery and clubs for all ranks. 


All military personnel are provided $10,000 in- 


paid-up life insurance and medical and dental 
care. In most places medical care is also provided 
for dependents. The last item makes it possible 
to start a family at very little medical expense 
while in service. For the lower grades, the gov- 
ernment also pays an additional $25 a month for 
each child in the family. 

Financially speaking, the serviceman’s town 
is geared to the. serviceman’s income. Housing is 
sometimes available from the government; if not, 
civilian apartments are usually comfortable and, 
in most places, readily available. In instances 
where unscrupulous businessmen prey on service 
couples, military legal offices exert no small effort 
in the family’s behalf. 

In areas, usually overseas, where rent costs 


are excessively high, the government often pays 


the serviceman enough to meet the difference. 


T HE social aspects of the family in service 
are not vastly different from those surrounding 
any young married couple. There is always an 
abundance of young marrieds in every service- 
man’s town. Base clubs, movies, bowling alleys, 
etc., offer adequate ‘opportunity for social enter- 
tainment,

Now, In The Center Ring .. - 


Ir WAS somewhat over 75 years ago 
when crusty, blustery Phineas T. Barnum 
evolved what we know today as Circus. 
Whether it will continue is something many 
wonder about, the way things are going 
lately. With the flop (due to zooming costs) 
of “lion tamer’ Clyde Beatty’s circus in 
Burbank, California a few weeks ago, the 
only big time circus left is the Ringling 
Bros. and Barnum & Bailey show. 

And they too had their 
troubles. Even with good 
boxoffice receipts, a flock 
of tanbark gremlins tag- 
ged their heels like a bare- 
back-rider clown hanging 
on the horse’s tail. 

The problems are many. 

There’s the big diffi- 
culty of rising costs. Rail- 
road transportation is 
higher. So too are taxes, 
Be, circus-lot rentals, taxes 

— and labor. Even tigers cost 

| three times as much as 
John Fitzgerald they used to. 

Labor itself is a prob- 
lem. Recently the American Guild of Vari- 
ety Artists (the union to which many per- 
formers, such as noted clown Emmett Kelly, 
belong) pulled their people from the Beatty 
circus on the west coast and picketed RB 
and B & B’s Madison Square Garden open- 
ing about their grievances. A special AGVA 
show given in Boston at the same time 
the Circus was playing there may have 
hurt the Circus in general as well as 
Ringling Bros. in particular. Whether all 
its grievances are just or not, it seems that 
these union tactics are using circus people 
themselves to help permanently to mute 
the calliope. 3 

Population moves are a problem as 
families migrate to the suburbs, necessi- 
tating baby-sitters, parking places etc. be- 
fore the families will budge from their 
TV sets. And television itself has made 
the sights of circus (ABC’s Super Circus 
et al.) — though not the touch and sounds 
and smell — common in the home.

I recall the travelling 
big-name shows that played the home 
town fair grounds: the Hagenbeck-Wallace 
show, with Maria Rasputin, reputed to be 
the daughter of the “Mad Monk of Russia” 
(she tamed lions and tigers merely by 
staring at them!); Cole Bros. and others. 
There were “ferocious denizens of the far- 
off jungle” to thrill you. High-wire walk- 
ers and aerialists to make you shiver with 
suspense. Clowns in greasepaint, oversized 
shoes and outlandish getups to make you 
guffaw. 


Bur a circus has to be corny, too. 
Not in a dull way but in a bright, brassy, 
loud and sassy way. When pink frills dilute 
its bright colors, when Frank Loesser’s 
tunes are married to the circus, then the 
match isn’t’a happy one.

Builders Of America 


John Benjamin 
Murphy 


| BrP Benjamin Murphy 
is considered one of the 
greatest surgeons and clini- 
cal teachers of his time. 
Born near Appleton, Wis- 
consin in December, 1857, 
John studied medicine and 
received his degree in 1879. 
He then went to Vienna and 
studied in the European hos- 
pitals. 

Murphy came. back to 
America and while still in 
his early thirties, he invent- 
ed the anastomosis button, 
This became known as thé 
Murphy button. The use of 
this button made the for- 
merly very difficult surgery 
of the intestines not only 

ssible, but easy. It is no 
nies used, but it changed 
the entire outlook of intes- 
tinal surgery. 

Dr. Murphy influenced the 
surgery of our day not only 
in America but also in 
Europe — almost more as a 
teacher than as a surgeon. 

Physicians from all over 
the country crowded his op- 
erating room to watch him 
work. 

Many honors soon came 
to Dr. Murphy. In 1916, 
Pope Benedict XV crowned 
John’s life work by making 
him Knight Commander of 
the Order of St. Gregory. 

Dr. John Murphy died at 
Mackinac Island, Michigan 
in August of 1916.

St. Anthony 


How many times have 
you lost or misplaced some- 
thing and then immediately 
said a prayer to St. Anthony 
to help you find it? Because 
of all the wonderful mir- 
acles he performed during 
his lifetime and after his 
death, St. Anthony is known 
as the Wonder Worker of 
Padua. 

He was born in Lisbon, 
Portugal in 1195 and died in 
Padua, Italy, in 1231. Most 
people believe him to have 
been born in Italy and real- 
ize with surprise that he was 
actually born in Portugal. 
Since both countries figure in 
his life, neither country can 
claim him for their own! 

St. Anthony is not only 
known as the patron saint of 
Padua, but as the Saint of 
the Whole World. On June 
13th the Church will cele- 
brate his feast day. A man 
of great learning, he was 
humble and silent about his 
many talents. People were 
amazed by his eloquent ser- 
mons, his knowledge and his 
enthusiasm. St. Anthony 
was a man who preached not 
only by word but also by 
example. People flocked 
from far and near to hear 
him speak. The results of 
his sermons were remark- 
able. Many were converted, 
sinners became repentant 
and quarrels were settled. 

In the Spring of 1231, St. 
Anthony became ill. He died 
at Arcella near Padua on 
June 13, 1231. Like St. Fran- 
cis of Assisi, he died singing 
a hymn to Our Lady. His 
remains were taken to Padua

Once there was a little 
girl who was happy, and 
cheerful, and healthy, like 
all of the other little girls in 
her neighborhood. She went 
to school, she played, like all 
the rest. She grew. She 
passed her twelfth birthday 
and went happily into her 
teens. 

But this young lady did 
not get out of her ‘teens the 
way she entered them. When 
she was eighteen she got 
sick. Her back became sore 
and, despite everything the 
doctors did, it stayed sore, 
She had to stay in bed.

weak, or sick, or crippled, He 
will make us that way. 
“So,” the invalids say, “if 
God does this to us, why 
should.we be unhappy? He 
shows that He loves some 
people by making them 
whole and healthy. He shows 
that He loves us by making 


us to be as we are.” 


It is because they under- 
stand, better than other 
people, about the love of 
God that so many invalids 
are holier than other people, 

No wonder the Church is 
proud of her holy invalids!

Schools in Crisis (Regnery $2.75). They 
make provocative and sometimes depress- 
ing reading. 

| The writers are as one in discerning 
grievous defects in the schools, stemming 
from a virtual monopoly by a relatively 
small Yroup of professional educationists 
who have imposed their own peculiar doc- 
trines, to the detriment of freedom, learn- 
ing, and public responsibility. 

Nor is the approach merely negative. 
While shortcomings and major aberrations 
are exposed and dissected, remedies are 
proposed, with some attention to ends and 
means. A stimulating, rather than a slash- 
ing, Symposium, this is worthy of thought- 
ful attention. 


THE INSPIRED WORD 


lw They Saw His Glory (Sheed and 
Ward. $4.50), Maisie Ward sets out to pro- 
‘vide the ordinary educated person with an 
introduction to the Gospels and the acts of 
the Apostles. 


Hers is an ambitious undertaking. For 
she avoids chatty superficiality, the once- 
over-lightly approach, and aims at nothing 
Jess than the reduction to popular terms 
of the essence of the great scriptural schol- 
arship which is beyond the reach of most 
people. 

This, brought within range, is an in- 
valuable help to fruitful reading of the New 
Testament. So much in these inspired books 
is lost to us if we understand nothing of the 
times in which they were written, or of the 
author, purpose, and characteristics of each. 

That Miss Ward has succeeded I know 
not only on the basis of my own judgment, 
but also on the testimony of just such a 
reader as she had in mind. This person, 
used to almost daily dipping into the Gos- 
pels, tells me that They Saw His Glory 
has opened up new aspects of, and mine- 
shafts into, the New Testament as a whole, 
the several portions of it individually, the 
relationship of the Church and the Bible, 
and the early Christian community. 

Miss Ward’s Book should have a very 
general appeal, and could readily and prof- 
itably be used as a college text. 


THE HOLY BIBLE 


All the Scriptures as translated by 
Monsignor Ronald Knox are now presented 
in a single volume, called, unsurprisingly, 
The Holy Bible (Sheed and Ward. $7.50.) 

One need hardly say’ that it is good 
indeed to have this superlative rendering 
of the Bible available in its entirety in one 
set of covers. It is an excellent piece of 
book-making, handsome, well printed, easi- 
ly handled. Notes and maps are included. 


CRUSADE 


To tell the Bible story to children is 
the aim of Crusade, published by John J. 
Crawley, Inc., 37 West 47th Street, New 
York 36, N.Y. This project is appearing as 
a series of booklets, selling at 35 cents 
apiece, with a binder procurable for a set 
- ten. They may be purchased on a sub- 
scription basis. 

Father Richard Ginder is consulting 
editor and contributes an introduction to 
each issue, The text is by Sister M. Juliana 
and Sister M. Chaminade of Maryknoll, and 
the illustrations are by William de J. Ruth- 
erfoord. | 

The booklets are unusually attractive. 
Profusely illustrated in colored pictures and 
photographs, they are printed in well de- 
signed type on very good paper.

Mr. Azdullah Nawass of the Jordan 
Parliament expressed this whole sin- 
ister intent when writing in the paper 
Falastin on June 6th, 1952: “The Pal- 
estine war continues.

“And so, in its eighth year of in-

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them and I’m sure any one of the three 
would be anxious to make your stay 
pleasant. 


There is a fourth large hotel, The 
Balneario, which is run by Don Abril 
Ocha, who founded this village as a. 
resort, It is a little more expensive, 
perhaps a little more luxurious. Then 
there are a dozen places that take in 
boarders or have smaller hotel accom- 
modations and the prices at some of 
these are a little lower than the large 
hotels, about $3.50 a day for every- 
thing. Anyhow, one thing you won’t 
lack here, is a nice place to stay. 


But while I’m encouraging visi- 
tors to come and get to know their 
southern neighbors, I think people 
who are thinking of moving here 
should investigate carefully before 
they make any move. 


It would be good if there were 
apostolic Catholics here, giving good 
example with daily Mass attendance, 
but the truth is that living expenses 
are almost as high as in the States — 
higher in Havana — and that there 
are many adjustments to be made. 


I think [Id encourage young 
married couples or single people or 
even retired older people to consider 
coming here to live for awhile, but 
I'd hesitate to encourage couples with 
families to come. 

Maybe it will sound corny but the 
truth is that in our own country there 
are so many advantages to be offered, 
not just materially but spiritually, too, 
that I'd do a lot of thinking before I 
deprived my children of that heritage. 

I’ve tried to make it clear, we’re 
down here for a year, maybe a little 
longer, but we don’t plan to stay per- 


manently. We like the country, the cli- ° 


mate is marvellous, and we love the 
people. But we didn’t come to stay. 

I write this because not just a few 
but many people have written to me, 
seriously considering coming here per- 
manently. Maybe that is right for 
them, if it is then that is good, but they 
should consider everything involved 
carefully. 


lr I’ve figured it correctly, this 
is the column closest to June 15.
